The search for the murderers of Po¬
liceman Robert J Austin has been one
of the most remarkable performances
ever witnessed in this citj. Had thi
have been a lawless community, no

less than six people wouid have been
lynched for a crime committed by on¬

ly two unknown individuals.
A pecu'iar feature of these arrests

was tbe fact that all of the men arrest
ed corresponded to the descriptions
given and the officers were confident
that they had the "right parties."

FI KED PPON THIN.

Two colored men jumped from the
train at Orange, Va., on the 12th inst.
They were fired npon. but escaped.
Two officers were sent, on this mission.
Officer Clarkson is said to have arrested
a 'peg leg' Negro in the slashes on tbe
R. F. A. P R. R. He was put in the sta¬
tion-house in this eity.
Two colored men were surrounded

in a swamp near Ashland, Va. Two
more were surrounded in the Ohicka-
hominj Swamp.
A blackman was arrested at. Ashland

and althouuh tt-e Richmond officers
said he waa not the man, he was held.

ANOTHER INNOCENT.

Or. tne morciug of the 13th. James
l.indsej was arrested at Charlottesville
He was declared to answer the descrip¬
tion perfectly A further investiga¬
tion showed that he was the wrong
man. and Mr J. F Roger of Reidsville,
N. C., writes us that he left there Mon¬
day night. 11th. while the officer was
killed Monday morning.
Two colored men were arrested at

South Boston, and the officers from
Richmond were sent there. These
proved to be the wroRg parties A cor¬

respondent writing for the Dispatch
said:

A PSODLIAX CONDITION.

"Locked in the various cells of the
Second Police Station are five Negroes
¦.three jellow and two black ones.
¦who were arrested in various cities
adjacent to Richmond, on suspicion,
that they were implicated in the mur¬
der of Policeman Robert D. Austin.
Not one of the five, however, appear to
have known aught of the murder un¬
til they were arrested."
On the 14th inst., the two colored

men at Orange, C H., were arrested
and brought to this city. They were
found to be the wrong parties.
Two colored men, Hesrj Minor and

John Fields were arrested at Freder-
iokaburg, Vs. They were brought to
thi-< city, but were found to be the
wrong persons.

ATTEMPTED TO BETRAY THEM.

Some one, who requested the police-
officers to with-hald their names in¬
formed the authorities that two color¬
ed men answering the description were
at the True Reformers' Boarding
House on 6th and Baker Sts.
They were said to have been acting

suspiciously. The officers went to the
house and were conducted to their
rooms where they were rudely awaken¬
ed and carried to tbe 2d Police Station.
These were declared to be the persons
wanted, and the dark spots on the
pants of the lighter one were thought
to be blood. This was soon found not
to be the case.

EOENX AT THE POLIOS-COURT.

Going to the Pol iee-Court on Satur¬
day morning last, a large crowd had
gathered, Police Justice Cr litchfield
looked a trifid tired, bat discharged
his duties.
The two young men were in the de¬

partment in which prisoners are con-
lined. Tbe bright-skin one looked de¬
jected.

GOOD APPEARANCE.

Thej were neatly dressed and their
spotless white-shirt fronts were in
striking contrast to their surroundings
The evidence was not sufficiently
strong to even send them on to a jury,
but they were held.
A colored man was arrested in

'Washington, and a colored "spotter"
went up to identify him. It is said
bathe declared him to be one of the
men wanted, but it was soon shown
that he was mistaken, and the officers
returned to this city.

ANSWEB MUST BE PBOMPT.

The Resolution Which Dictated the
President's Aotion.

IT DOES NOT RECOGNIZE CUBA,

Bat Declare* That "tb* People or tha
leland Are and or Right OoKht to

Be Free and Independent".A Call
For Klghty Thousand Volnnteera
Will Be Xaened, and the Members of
the National Guards of the Various

States Will Be Given the First Op¬
portunity to Defend the Flag.Spec¬
ulators on Wall Street Believe War
Will Yet Be Averted.

Washington. April 20..Spain will be
informed today that the Cuban resolu¬
tions passed by congress at an early
hour yesterday morning are now a part
of the laws of the United States, and
an ultimatum has been sent demand¬
ing compliance with this law and an
answer within a short time, probably
24 hours. Compliance is not expected,
and a forward movement on Cuba will
commence the latter part of this week:,
according to the plans of the admin¬
istration.
The congressional Cuban resolution

was not signed until this morning. The
ultimatum to Spain was signed at the
same time. The president early decided
to make the two practically on* act
by a simultaneous signature of each.
The resolution was passed by th*

senate at 1:27 Tuesday morning, after
a night of weary waiting on the con¬
ference committee, interspersed with
the singing of patriotic and popular
airs. The senate vote was 43 veas to
35 nays, the adherents of Cuban rec¬
ognition voting nay to emphasize their
objection to the expunging of the rec¬
ognition clause. The house passed the
resolution shortly before 3 o'clock by a
vote of 310 to 6. Those voting nay
were Boutelle of Maine, Brewer of
Alabama, Gardner of New Jersey. John-
Bon of Indiana. Loud of California and
McCall of Massachusetts. Brewer is
the only Democrat voting agnlnst the
resolution. The resolution, w..ich la
now the law of the land, is as follows:

state department officials are confident
that the Spanish government will so
shape every phase of the negotiations
aa to oblige us to take th* Initiative
at every point. After the withdrawal
of the ministers, and assuming Spain
does not back down, will follow actual
war, but wbjether or not the first overt
act will b* preceded by a formal decla¬
ration of war, which would Insure the
immediate neutralization of the pow¬
ers, or whether the North Atlantic
squadron will make Its appearance off
Havana as a beginning, cannot yet be
predicted.
In this connection it may be stated

that the araay and navy experts ar*
beginning to take a less hopeful view
of an easy and quick campaign than
they entertained a short tim* ago.
Months are now-mentioned Instead of
weeks as th* probable length of hos¬
tilities, and one eminent naval officer
who had experience In the late war

professes a belief that unless outside
pressure to brought to bear a war may
easily drag along for a year under the
existing conditions.
Apparently the powers have aban¬

doned open efforts in Washington to
Influence the course of our government.
Matters were very quiet at all lega¬
tions yesterday, and no instructions
were received by any of the ambas¬
sadors or ministers in the line of medi¬
ation.

THE NATIONAL GUARDSMEN.
State Militiamen Will Be Given First

Opportunity to Enlist.
Washington, April 20..The auth*rl-

tative statement was made at the war
department that on the first call for
troops only the National Guard will be
given an opportunity to volunteer for
service in the war. This statement la
in accordance with that made by Sec¬

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK.
The House Announced a Determlna-

to Defeat Cuban Recognition.
Washington. April 20..On Wednes-

fiay of last week the foreign relations
committees of both houses presented
warlike resolutions. The senate reso¬
lutions demand that Spain withdraw
her troops from Cuba at once and re¬
linquish authority over the island, and
the president ls directed to use our
army and navy to enforce the demands.
In the house the resolution presented
by the foreign relations committee was
adopted by a vote of 222 to 19 after only
40 minutes' debate. It provided for im¬
mediate intervention, but without rec¬
ognizing the insurgents.
Meantime the war preparations were

rushed with Increased activity. It was
announced by the navy department
that the American line steamet* St.
Louis and St. Paul had been pur¬
chased as auxiliary cruisers, and they
will "be speedily transferred into war
vessels. Soon afterward came the an¬
nouncement that the flying squadron
had raised anchors at Hampton Roads
and put to sea. This caused considera¬
ble excitement, but lt has since been
demonstrated that they were out. en a
practice cruise, which was eminently
successful.
On Wednesday there was a disgrace¬

ful scene in the house. During a heated
discussion Mr. Brumm, of Pennsyl-
nla, called Mr. Bartlett, of Georgia, a
Har. Quick aa a flash tha ..orgian
hurled a large bound copy of the Con¬
gressional Directory at the Pennsylva¬
nian. It fell short, but for a time there
waa a perfect pandemonium on the floor
of the house, while the speaker rapped
vainly for order. One of the house em¬
ployes was knockeddown by Mr. Brumm
while trying to pacify that member.
After it was all over both members dis¬
covered that lt waa "all a mistake," and
mutual apologiea followed.
The principal news event of Thursday

was an intimation that the European
powers would endeavor to coerce our
government into giving Spain further
time in which to try the armistice re¬
cently proclaimed, but later events
make the prospect of European action
Improbable. The navy department an¬
nounced the purchase of another aux¬
iliary cruiser.the Venezuela, of the
Red D line. The Twenty-fifth regiment
of Infantry (colored) encamped at
Chickamagua Park, near Chattanooga.
Tenn., and the camp ls known aa Camp
Boynton. The men are eager to face
the Spaniards. The cruiser New Or¬
leans, formerly the Brazilian cruiser
Amazonas, arrived at New York. Tes¬
tifying before the senate foreign rela¬
tions committee. Consul General Lee
expressed the belief that a Spanish of¬
ficer touched the button that exploded
the bomb which destroyed the Maine.
During the debate In tbe senate on

the Cuban resolutions last Friday
Senators Money of Mississippi and
Wellington of Maryland Indulged In a

personal controversy, during which Mr.
Money called Wellington a liar. There
waa considerable excitement, but no
violence. Mr. Money afterward apolo¬
gized to the senate for using unpar¬
liamentary language. The navy de- I ]
partment announced the lease of the I ]
American line steamers Parla and New j i
York, In addition to the St. Louis and
St. Paul, already secured, and the pur¬
chase of the Old Dominion liner York¬
town and the Ward liner Yumuri.
The war department ordered the con¬
centration at four southern points.
New Orleans. Mobile, Tampa and
Chlckamauga. of six regiments of
cavalry, 22 regiments of Infantry
and the light batteries of five regi¬
ments of artillery. The officers who
will command will be General Shafter
at New Orleans, General Coppinger at
Mobile, General Wade at Tampa and
General Brooke at Chicamauga. Gen¬
eral Miles will probably soon establish
headquarters at Atlanta Dispatchea
from abroad plainly intimated that th*
efforts of Austria and Franc* to Indue*
foreign intervention to prevent war
had failed.

In an Interview at Roma
Marquis Rudinl, Italy's premier, an¬
nounced that Italy would remain neu¬
tral.

Th* Cuban Junta Gratified.
New York,April 2s..The Cuban Junta

displayed the American and Cuban
flags side by side today in celebration
of the adoption by congress of tba reso¬
lutions declaring the Island frc* and
Independent, T. Estrada Palma said:
"My first duty. In the name of the
brave Cubans, ls to thank the stalwart,
liberty loving American people ..or th*
staunch and unwavering sympathy and
rapport they have given us. Just aa
soon as the Spaniards are driven from
the Island the Cubana will call a new
assembly and draft a constitution end
elect a government, just aa done in th*
United States. If Spain goes to war,
and I doubt very much If she will, I
think lt will be a question of not more
than four or five weeks when she will
be forced Ignominiously relinquish her
hpld of Cuba."

The Question of Privateering,

SPANIARDS!!! FIGHT
To Defend the Honor of Their Na¬

tion and Their Flags
PREMIER SAOASTA'S SPEECH.

.Spain Will Not Allow a Paroo! of
Her Territory to B* Taken. Nor Will
feme Be a Party to Any TrafDoklnar
For Her Poaaeaetons."

Madrid, April 20..The supporters of
the government in both houses of par¬
liament met In the senate chamber at
6 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Senor
Sagasta. the premier, addressed them
as follows:
"The times are so grave and th* cir¬

cumstances are so exceptional that
acta, not words, are necessary to fae*
the present difficulty. Attempts ar*
being made to sully the glorious his¬
tory of Spain by an infamous calumny.
The different Spanish government*
have done their utmost to avsrt the
war to which we are being provoked.
We have now reached the limits of con¬
cession, compatible with honor and ter¬
ritorial Integrity. We consented to the
last concession at the Instance of the
pope and the powers. We yielded. In
fact; but now attempts are made upon
our honor and menaces directed against
our territory. That ls a thing to which
Spaniards will never consent. This ls
not th* moment to trace a parliament¬
ary program, but the moment to unite
ourselves, as our fathers have done, in
the face of an odious attempt against
the integrity of our territory. The in¬
sult offered us today ls the most in¬
famous that haa ever been offered.'*
Continuing, Senor Sagasta counseled

the rapid constitution of the chambers
in order to accord to the government
the means to defend the country's in¬
terests.
.*8p*ln,»* he added, "will not allow

. parcel of her territory to hs taken
from her with impunity; nor will ah*
he a party to any trafficking for her
po.union*."
Seldom haa there been witnessed a

more Impressive and significant scene.
The large hall of the entire senate waa
densely crowded with Liberal senator*
and deputies, who listened with breath¬
less attention to the short speech of
Senor Sagasta, only Interrupting him
with unanimous and loud applause. If
the idea still existed in the mind of any
one here that war could be avoided.
Senor Sagasta's firm speech is regarded
as finally settling all doubts.
Senor Sllvela, leader of the Dissident

Conservatives, when addressing his
party, declared lt "Inopportune to form¬
ulate a political program." Hs an¬
nounced that his party would loyally
support the government In the existing
grave crista

It ls learned on unquestionable au¬
thority that the queen regent recently
made the following statement:

A Proposed Peculiar Reqnest.
Rome. April 20..Italia, the organ of

the foreign office, publishes the follow¬
ing note: "The powers are on the eye
of taking a new step, namely, request¬
ing the United States and Spain, In the
event of war, to localize the hostilities
to Cuba and the neighboring waters.
This step will be taken immediately
after the declaration of war." Utter
pessimism prevails In diplomatic quar¬
ters here, the Vatican alone continuing
hopeful of peace.
